4. (ORIGINAL) The vent of claim 1 wherein the membrane is gas permeable 
and liquid resistant.

6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The vent of claim 5, in which the porous 
polymeric membrane comprises ePTFE and at least one support layer. 
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
